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FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To the Moderator and Citizens of Hadley: 


The Finance Committee wishes to submit its report and 
recommendations for the 1959 fiscal year on items 1 through 
54 in the regular budget and articles 1 through 25 in the town 
warrant. These figures and remarks are presented for your 
consideration and approval. 


The extreme right column as shown in the regular item 
budget 1s self-explanatory. 


Article 1 through 14, favorable action is recommended, 
except article 7, we suggest that the town’s share of $5,000.00 
be taken from the Excess and Deficiency Fund. 


Article 15, we recommend that these minor repairs be » 
made and charged to the General Highway account (item 26). 


Article 16 and 17, favorable action is recommended. We 
suggest that the $6,300.00 be taken from the Excess and De- 
ficiency fund. 


Article 18, $300.00 is recommended, which was the offer 
made by the Board of Selectmen in 1955. We consider this 
sum to be fair and adequate for the small footage actually 
taken. We suggest that the $300.00 be taken from the General 
Highway account. 


Article 19, we recommend favorable action. If the desig- 
nation of “‘limited access” were removed, the loss of taxable 
property taken for the right of way would be offset in in- 
creased value of adjoiming properties. 

Article 20, we suggest that rock be included along with 
soil, loam and gravel. 

Article 21, we take no position. 


Article 22, the Finance Committee would prefer to see 
the existing arrangement continue for the present. 
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Article 23, we recommend favorable action, 


Article 24, we recommend that space be rented for the 
present, at least, until a suitable location is acquired. 


Article 25, we recommend favorable action. We believe 
$1,000.00 would be sufficient. 


Our study of the town’s needs for 1959 clearly indicate 
that costs are increasing. Tax income at current rates does 
not keep pace. Except for the rather sharp increase in school 
costs we will be faring quite well in all other respects. Yet, 
cost per pupil of our schools have averaged about 60 to 
70 dollars less than the cost per pupil average statewide in 
recent years. For example, in 1957, our cost was $247.00 as 
compared with the state average of $320.00. 


By relieving the Superintendent of Schools from his 
additional duties as principal of Hopkins Academy in 1958 
has resulted in an unnecessary expense of $5,100.00. This 
expense will be continuous, Undoubtedly the School Com- 
mittee had a reason for taking this action and certainly it 
was their prerogative. 


Figures at hand indicate a 4 or 5 dollar increase in the 
tax rate for 1959. In recent years, we had so earnestly hoped 
that it would not be more than 59 dollars in 1959.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


To the Citizens of Hadley: 


The Selectmen’s organization remained the same as 1957, 
Chairman, Edward C. Wanczyk; Chairman Welfare Board, 
Edward J. Matuszko; Chairman Publie Health, F. C. Rey- 
nolds, who also continued as Clerk of Selectmen. Meetings 
were held on Monday evenings, until Fall, when for various 
reasons, it was changed to Tuesday evenings, from 7:30 to 
9:30 P. M., or until business was cleared. 


PUBLIC WORKS 


Chapter 90 Construction for 1958 

A section of River Drive. Route 47, from Abbotts corner 
to the intersection of Stockbridge St. was modernized, widened, 
re-built and curbed where needed; an excellent job was done, 
surface was pre-mix asphalt, the price bid was most advan- 
tageous. Funds originally set up for $25,000.00 were cut by the 
Mass. Department of Public Works to $18,500.00, because 
of favorable bids and skillful work .by the Highway Dept. 
we were able to finish the work laid out. Due to the fact 
that upper River Drive was surface treated from Ryan’s 
Bridge northerly to Sunderland lne in 1957, the Mass. Dept. 
Supervisor has recommended this re-building be put off for 
a brief period. Since 1940, the Chap. 90 Construction money 
has been almost entirely spent on Route 47 from Town Hall 
North. This coming season some attention must be given to 
the southerly sections of this route. 


CHAPTER 90 MAINTENANCE 
In 1958, the bulk of this money has been spent on Route 
47, replacing drainage pipes where brooks and ditches had 
rotted away the existing pipes. Since most of these pipes were 
of large diameter, it was expensive. It would seem as though 
the drainage on Route 47 was now modernized, and barring 
unusual storms, should last a long time. 
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CHAPTER 81 

We used very little Chapter 81 on winter maintenance, 
so that we could catch up on surface treatments. The tricky 
thing in this section of highway care is that the main sums 
have remained the same for a generation, whereas mileage 
and costs have grown, so that less may be done from the funds 
every year. If the funds for treatments are depleted by use of 
this money for sanding and salting and plowing, maximum 
allowable is $4,575.00. Our roads disintegrate because of lack 
of funds to surface treat them. 

GENERAL HIGHWAYS 

Under general highways, anything not covered by the 
State aided chapters has to be done. The Public seems to be 
insistent that winter highway work be carried on in a manner 
that they have been accustomed to; this costs real money. 
Last season was especially expensive, so that in order to be 
able to handle November and Decemeber storms this year, 
we asked for an additional amount for this Department. The 
amount of $3,500.00 was transferred from the Chap. 90 funds, 
which were in excess of the final contract. It looks as though 
we would be able to just about make the final payments on 
expenses for December with this. Highway trucks take a 
beating year around, and repair costs have been excessive— 
one of the trucks has been rolling since 1947, another since 
1949. Rather a long period of service. 

It has been the practice recently to take money from the 
Road Machinery Fund and transfer them to the operation 
account in order to help keep down the tax rate, This in a 
measure is offset by increased repair bills. One of the loaders 
has turned out to be a weak sister and is continually breaking 
down. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT 

The heating system at the headquarters on West St. will 
not go through another heating season. It is of the forced hot 
air type, and both the hot air drum and the gun type burner 
are done for—after 17 seasons of hard work, replacement will 
call for about $1,250.00. 
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The Fire Dept. now in possession of three trucks would 
like to station one in North Hadley. Plans call for construction 
of a two-car garage type building in a convenient spot; 
competent men are available for care and use of this equip- 
ment. This is something to plan for if not this year, as soon 
as possible. 

The Selectmen are very much in favor of installing one 
fire truck in North Hadley, provided that a location and 
building could be arranged for, without excessive expense. 
Damage from fire might well be kept down if the first vital 
moments of a fire were shortened. 

The Tanker Fire Truck procured through the efforts of 
the Volunteer Fireman’s Association and their friends, is the 
extra vehicle not now housed on Town property. The Select- 
men have pondered this problem of building or buying a 
suitable storage of Highway and Fire Dept. property, which 
cannot now be put under cover. A building was available 
for a short time, but was bought quickly by an out of Town 
party. 

SIDEWALK 

The Russell St. sidewalk from Hadley Pharmacy west- 
ward to the Michael Berestka property, must be completed, 
as 1t has been in a uncompleted state for several years, and 
is too dangerous for children and adults, who must walk in 
the busy highway. 


NEW ROAD LAYOUT 

When the Water District was expanding their system 
throughout North Hadley, it became apparent that one street, 
which was slated to have a water line was never laid out 
with definite boundaries. There were no bound stones or meas- 
urements the whole distance of Comins Road. The Selectmen 
had known this for years, but as long as water pipes had to be 
laid in a public way, we petitioned the County Commissioners 
for a layout. A hearing was held on May 9, 1958, on location 
and a satisfactory agreement was reached with the abuttors 
without any landtaking or damages. 
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The Town should deed back to the owners Paul Zuzgo 
and Joseph Kuzmeski, the rights granted by them for construc- 
tion and maintenance of water holes. Now that water mains 
are laid on these streets and we are paying for hydrants there, 
the water holes are no longer a necessity; yet might be 
valuable to the land owners for irrigation. 


CHANGING SCENES 


Every new road has its proponents and its detractors, 
who for various reasons have taken certain views. A study 
of the great numbers of roads and trails laid out in the 1700's 
shows that each road as it was proposed, had a battle to carry 
out before it was accepted. We think nothing of it today, 
because it was always this way in our life time. 


Route 116 re-location differs from earlier roads, in that 
local people had no say as to where it was going and many 
were going to be injured by its going where it was. The 
Town has suffered some temporary inconveniences, and some 
spots are messy, as where Rocky Hill Road is to go under 
116 near the Town line. The Amherst Selectmen and Town 
Manager were most helpful in their Joming with us in demands 
that some temporary detour be arranged around the fallen 
bridge on Stockbrige St. A detour was finally made, south of 
the fallen bridge and is useful to both towns. Stockbridge St. 
is due to be a dead end street later when the interchange is 
completed a short ways south of the old bridge. This will 
eliminate speeding on this street (we hope). 

Hauling of gravel over regular Town roads is about 
over; some breakage was apparent on North Maple, where 
the Street had been dug up and water pipes replaced recently. 
This has been repaired at no expense to the Town, as have 
several other places. Roads stood up somewhat better than 
many had predicted. North Maple Street had been black 
topped in 1932 with a rather thinner foundation than is now 
used. Any needed repairs and resurfacing to truck haul roads 
will be done in the spring at no expense to the Town. 
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The Selectmen recommend a change in procedure in 
regard to handling material removals, and also a limit to the 
number of applications per year for any or the same location. 
The average person seemed to think this by-law restrictive 
instead of permissive; it will eventually be boiled down to a 
satisfactory working arrangement. 


In towns as small as Hadley, you go without many things 
but this is supposed to be compensated for in a greater freedom 
of action, 


The Plus side of the ledger for Hadley in this 116 re- 
location, will be credited with a new bridge estimated to be 
worth $50,000 (we would have had to do this anyway, and 
we actually appropriated money for it once) war intervened. 
Roosevelt St. will be straight south, as planned in 1942, to 
reach North Maple St. south of the Mill River. We will have 
a new approach to Amherst at the interchange without a 
second bridge to maintain. 


STREET LIGHTING 


The Selectmen have continual requests for another Street 
light, now that Street light circuits are eliminiated (all lights 
are on the house circuits) an individual photo cell operates 
the circuits on many lights. New lights depend on the money 
in the appropriation. As we grow, it 1s natural to expect that 
new lights might be comforting to residents at night. Lighting 
was deferred in many cases because if 1t was necessary to 
install a separate wire for Street lights, the cost might 
be excessive, 


TOWN REPORT STATE WIDE CONTEST WINNER 


Whereas the Selectmen never received any official noti- 
fication from the Mass. Selectmen’s Association, it was 
officially reported in the Mass. Selectmen’s Newsletter, in its 
November 1958 issue, that the 1957 Hadley Town Report 
was rated first in its Class for Towns in the 2,000 to 3,500 
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population group. The Town Clerk has had numerous re- 
quests from other Towns for a sample copy which have been 
cheerfully forwarded. We hope that this report will be of 
equal merit. 


The Selectmen congratulate the Committee who worked 
in procuring house delivery for mail, for their success is a 
break in the multiple R.D. addresses prevalent in this Town. 


The Selectmen are appreciative to all those elected or 
appointd to various Town positions, whose efforts in carrying 
on the Town’s various functions have made the past year one 
of continuing progress.

SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
IT hereby submit my annual report for the year 1958. 


CHAPTER 81 

Under Chapter 81, the following roads and streets were 
surface treated: South Maple, Jct. Russell St. southerly for 
1.20 miles and 3.8 miles from Jct. Russell St. southerly for 
A7 mile to Bay Rd.; Mill Valley Rd. at the Amherst Town 
Line westerly for .70 mile; Rocky Hill Rd., Amherst Line, 
westerly .60 mile; Knightly Rd., Jet. Stockbridge Rd. easterly 
for .50 mile; Huntington Rd., Jet. Sunderland Rd. easterly 
for .30 mile; No. Maple St., Jet. Russell St. northerly for 
1.30 miles. 


IMPROVEMENTS 

Barstow Lane, Jet. Hockanum Rd., easterly for .20 miles 
Was widened and hard surfaced. One catch basin was con- 
structed on the east side of the road with a 12” culvert 80’ long. 

On Bay Rd. one catch basin was constructed on the south 
side of the road and one on Maple Ave. on the north side of 
the road. 

Considerable work was done through maintenance on the 
highways by scraping, graveling and patching roads, cutting 
brush, sweeping, cleaning out ditches and catch basins, 


CHAPTER 90 CONSTRUCTION ON ROUTE 47 

Beginning at Mrs. M. C. Russell’s residence on River 
Drive northerly 3,200 feet of road was reconstructed. Twelve 
inches of gravel base was used to widen the road to 30 feet. 
Bituminous Concrete Type I-1 was laid 214” thick and 24’ 
wide. Shoulders 6 feet wide were graded and penetrated with 
asphalt. One catch basin was built. 

Fortunately, due to a low bid on Bituminous Concrete 
by a Greenfield firm and a low rate charge for the use of a 
roller and grader by a local contractor, we were able to com- 
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plete the unfinished middle portion of this road. We would 
not have been able to complete this work without this savings 
which amounted to several thousand dollars. 


CHAPTER 90 MAINTENANCE 

Hockanum Rd.—Approximately 400 feet north of Barstow 
Lane—replaced existing pipe culvert 36” x 50’ long. Southerly 
from same culvert for 792 feet on the right side of the road, 
we excavated, filled with gravel and penetrated with liquid 
asphalt, thus widening the road an additional 6 feet. 

Middle St.—Installed two 36” x 70’ culverts, connecting 
two existing 36” culverts. Two catch basins were built. 

River Drive, Jet. Stockwell Rd. 200’ southerly replaced 
existing culvert 18” x 60’ long. 170 feet of 10” drainage pipe 
was laid at south side of Mr. K, Konieczny’s property line. 

Considerable attention was given to the drainage problems 
along the entire Route 47. 


SIDEWALKS 
South side of West St., Jet. Route 9, one mile of sidewalk 
on both sides of the common was constructed with 6” gravel 
base and penetrated with Asphalt Emulsion RS-2 and covered 
with stone and sand. 
Sidewalks throughout the Town were maintained by 
patching, sweeping, snow plowing and sanding. 


i BRIDGES 
The Stockbridge St. Bridge collapsed under a heavy 
truck load on August 26. 1958. The State Dept. of Public 
Works replaced this bridge with two 48” culverts. 
The So. Maple St. Bridge was replanked with 4” thick 
oak planks and steel plates.

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LIBRARY REPORT 


To the Citizens of Hadley: 

In 1958, the circulation of books totaled 7,942 for the 
Goodwin Memorial Library as compared to 8,914 circulated 
in 1957. Thirteen hundred fifty-four of these books were 
circulated within the school reading program. There were 
155 reading certificates awarded in the elementary grades. 
The North Hadley Branch had a circulation of 4,431. This 
shows a gain of 267 books over the previous year. 

There were 139 books purchased for the Goodwin Memorial 
Library, 67 adult and 72 children. Sixty-nine books were 
purchased for the North Hadley Branch. 

The first coat of trim on the Goodwin Memorial Library 
was painted during the summer, the second coat to be applied 
in the Spring. The shrubbery was also replaced with ever- 
greens, which has greatly improved the appearance of the 
building. 

The sum of $5,000, to be placed in a trust fund, was be- 
queathed to the Libraries by the Estate of Anna K. Ryan. 

The Trustees are most grateful to the Librarians and 
custodians for their unusual excellent service during this 
past year.

During the year 1958 many events, improvements, and 
additional equipment were undertaken, 


In July of 1958, the Hadley Fire Department in con- 
junction with the newly organized Firefighters Association 
sponsored and successfully ran a Firemen’s Muster with a 
parade. Equipment, old and new, was the highlight of the 
parade. Pieces representing towns from all parts of the county 
and the neighboring counties were on hand as well as some 
from out of state. Competition was keen and excitement high 
as these teams fought it out for honors and prizes that were 
awarded. Many thanks are to be extended to the men and 
women who participated in making the muster a success in 
every way. It is my hope that the Muster that will be held 
in 1959 as an “opener” for the Tercentenary, will have as 
much interest, color and excitement. 
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The fall of 1958 was wet and damp and the usual out- 
break of brush fires was held to a minimum. It was during 
this season, however, that through the Hadley Volunteer Fire- 
fighters Association a “Tanker” was given to the Fire De- 
partment for future use. 


Under the ‘Mutual Aid” agreement, the Department re- 
sponded to a call in the Town of Sunderland when a large 
barn just over the boundary line was destroyed by fire. It was 
Hadley water that put out the fire through the use of the 
newly installed line in North Hadley.

We were also invited to the Northampton Fair Grounds 
to participate in the Parade and Muster on Labor Day 
weekend. 


A check of all fire extinguishers in the schools were made 
and all were recharged to bring all up to date with new 
charges in the tanks. 


A program in the Hadley Schools was introduced during 
“Wire Prevention Week”. The showing of movie films to the 
entire student body on various methods to combat fire and 
the precautions that can be taken to prevent them, It was 
through the cooperation of the Massachusetts Department 
of Conservation that “Smokey the Bear” paid a visit to the 
children in the schools. A truck was on hand on the school 
grounds and a demonstration was given to the teachers and 
the children as to how the truck operates by putting out a fire 
that was “purposely” started in the incinerator. 
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The admiration of Hadley’s Horse-drawn Fire Wagon 
was shown when participating in a parade in the City of 
Springfield where hundreds of people crowded around the 
relic of the “Good Old Days”. It was front page news in one 
of the local papers. 


A red light has been installed in the front of the Fire 
House to identify fire headquarters to people who might be 
traveling through town and have need to call on the Fire 
Department when a telephone is not available. 


The Fire House was decorated this year with colorful 
lights and topped with a Christmas tree. This project was 
sponsored by the Firefighters Association. 


During the year of 1958, the Fire Department issued a 
total of 84 open fire permits to the public. This was an increase 
of 42 over those issued last year. 


Permits for the use and storage of fuel oil for the previous 
year were issued and have been inspected. Total 25. 


Bottled Gas permits number 20. 


The townspeople are reminded that the Fire House is 
open to them at all times and should feel free to visit or in- 
spect the quarters and trucks at any time.

To the Citizens of Hadley: 


The Planning Board has been devoting its time preparing 
zoning by-laws which will be presented to the town for ac- 
ceptance during the coming year. 


Since the concept of zoning was determined by the courts 
of the Commonwealth to be a legal exercise of the police 
power, some 190 separate municipalities have enacted ordin- 
ances or by-laws. These communities, which include 90% 
of the population of the Commonwealth, have undertaken 
their action sometimes with consultant assistance and some- 
times through local community effort. With the unzoned com- 
munities in the state now consisting mostly of those of semi- 
rural character, without the complexities of rapidly growing 
commercial and industrial centers, it would seem reasonable 
to prepare zoning by-laws which could be used in a com- 
munity such as ours. 


While a zoning by-law is frequently thought of as a 
protective by-law, 1t should be visualized as a means of en- 
couraging the sound growth of the community over the years. 
It is the basis upon which further building and development 
in the town will take place. 


It is the hope of this board that the citizens will partici- 
pate actively in the public hearings which are to take place.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Now that statistics of the year’s work have been computed 
the Committee feels gratified that Mrs. Helen Vanasse’s 
services are in popular demand. Mrs. Vanasse continues to 
give unstintingly of her time. 


During Mrs. Vanasse’s vacation, Mrs. Henry Drozdal, 
Mrs, Edward Kelley, and Mrs. Raymond D. Shipman assisted 
professionally. 


The Public Health Committee sponsored two Well Child 
Clinics at which fifty-seven children were checked over by 
the attending Pediatricians. 


The Loan Closet has been used continually throughout 
the past year. The most popular items in use have been the 
wheel chair, the crutches and the commodes. Early in 1958 
two hospital beds were purchased and they have been in de- 
mand. Mrs. Robert Hahn has taken charge of the Loan 
Closet. 


Mrs. Vanasse has reported a total of 320 calls. Of these 
calls there were 63 for which no charge was made. Three were 
Home Appraisals at the request of the hospital; thirty were 
Advisory or Educational; and thirty were to check on care 
of progress following the Clinics. Ninety-seven visits were 
made in the home for bed-side care. Two visits were made 
for Diabetics. First Aid care was given on 5 occasions; 5 visits 
for the care of flu; thrity-six injections of various kinds have 
been given during the year. There was a home call because of 
one case of measles. Sixty-four Acute and Chronic medical 
patients were attended. Eight children who had mumps re- 
ceived a visit from our Nurse. A home check-up was made 
for one tuberculosis case. One trip to a Speech Clinic was 
made, and nineteen trips to the Orthopedic Clinic. Twenty- 
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five post-operative calls to change dressings were made. One 
visit to a patient who had Trench Mouth. The overall mileage 
for the year totalled 1,013 miles. The fees collected amounted 
to $224.50. 


The Committee will always weleome constructive criticism 
as well as helpful suggestions which will help us to provide 
and improve our Public Health Nursing Service. I would like 
to express my thanks to the Committee members and Mrs. 
Vanasse for the assistance and cooperation they have so 
willingly given in the past year, The Committee is very 
erateful to the townspeople who assisted at the Clinics.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Citizens of Hadley: 


Your School Committee carried out the wishes of the Town 
as provided for by the votes and appropriations of the annual 
town meeting of February 1958. 


Major improvements on the Russell School grounds have 
been completed under the supervision of Mr. Joseph Zatyrka 
and Mr. Tony Kowal of the Highway Department. 


The roof at Hopkins Academy has been taken care of 
with the exception of an area over the boiler room which will 
be completed shortly. Of the $1,000 appropriation for these 
repairs, only legal fees will be taken out; the rest will be 
returned to the Town Treasurer. 


On June ‘9, 1958, we accepted Mr. Fred Riel’s resignation 
as Superintendent of Schools effective September 1, 1958, and 
all wish him continued success in the future. Mr. Bruce E. 
Bradford was elected Superintendent of the Hadley Schools 
on August 15, 1958. 


Some of the factors that have contributed to a higher 
1959 budget are: 


1. Employment of three additional teachers was neces- 
sary in order to meet increased enrollment. 


2. One additional teacher in September 1959 is con- 
templated. 


3. Transportation and supplies. 
4. Salary increases have been allowed for personnel. 


An article appears in the warrant regarding the remodel- 
ing of Russell School to obtain another classroom. We feel 
that this is a very economical way of obtaming additional 
space to meet the ever increasing enrollment of our schools.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee: 


I am privileged to present my first annual report of 
public education in Hadley for the year ending December 
31, 1958. 3 

School administrators are often asked, why it is that the 
law requires all children to attend school until they have 
attained a certain age? Why do all levels of government en- 
courage the schools to work toward a full educational program? 
The major reason is so that each child may be better equipped 
to meet and overcome the obstacles that will face him in his 
future years. 

This preparation is not only for the good of the child 
but also for the good of society as a whole. The child who has 
received a sound basic education will be a credit to himself, 
his community, and his country. The successful child is 
normally, one day, the well adjusted and successful adult. 
We hope that this preparedness will ultimately strengthen 
democracy in America. 
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To achieve this we in schcol must and do give attention 
to the individual differences existing among children, Our 
teachers use various methods and materials to direct the 
learning activities of each individual. Our efforts are directed 
toward the success and total growth of each child. 


REGULATIONS FOR SCHOOL ENTRANCE 
Vaccination—The state law requires that all children be 
vaccinated against smallpox before entering school. A vaccina- 
tion certificate and a birth certificate must be shown to the 
teacher when the child enters school for the first time. 
For a child to enter kindergarten he must be four years 
of age by March 1 of the year that he plans to enter. For a 
child to enter first grade, he must be five years old by March 
1 of the year he is planning to enter. 


ABSENCES 

The children are in school only six hours per day for 180 
days per year. Therefore, we ask that parents use their judg- 
ment in allowing a youngster to be absent because of the 
limited time the pupils spend in school. Two or three days 
out can mean the difference between an academically success- 
ful pupil and one who is not successful. Therefore, it is impera- 
tive that parents encourage their children to attend school 
regularly. The state law requires that when a pupil returns, 
who has been absent from school, he must bring with him a 
written note from his parents. This note should inform the 
teacher of the exact reason why the child was out of school 
rather than just generally say, please excuse the student from 
school. 


NO SCHOOL SIGNAL 
Because of the many children transported by school buses, 
all schools will be open unless conditions are so difficult that 
travelling by school bus is unsafe. If school sessions are not 
to be held, an announcement will be made over Station WHMP 
in Northampton and WSPR in Springfield between 6:30 A. M. 
and 8:00 A. M. 
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EDUCATION AND EMPLOYMENT CERTIFICATES 

Every person between 14 - 16 years of age, who is em- 
ployed, must have an employment permit. Those between 
16 - 21 years of age must have an educational certificate. All 
persons hiring workers in these categories must be given a 
permit by the worker before beginning to work. Permits 
are issued by the Superintendent’s secretary at Hopkins 
Academy. 


ADULT PROGRAM 


The Adult Program in Hadley has begun to move along 
at rapid pace. We now offer to interested adults a course in 
beginning sewing, intermediate sewing, and rug_ hooking. 
George Barden Funds are available to begin the adult educa- 
tion program but will be decreased twenty-five per cent each 
year and the town wil be asked to contribute the necessary 
funds for this program. Its continued development is very 
desirable and useful to the people of Hadley. 


ENROLLMENT STATISTICS 


The enrollment of the Public Schools on December 31, 
1958, was 734 as compared with 713 in 1957. The following

Two rooms were painted and some minor repairs per- 
formed. 


Russell School 
A sidewalk and driveway were built for the Russell 
School. This will make it possible for pupils to leave the 
building along safe pathways. 


Hopkins Academy 

1. A sidewalk was built from the Music Room door to 
connect with the sidewalk of the school. 

2. Rewired are welder outlets in the shop and repaneled 
the Home Economics room and the shop. 

3. Added one more electric stove in the Home Economics 
room. 

4. The gymnasium floor was refinished over the Christ- 
mas vacation. 


The building architect, Mr. James Britton from Green- 
field, was contacted about necessary alterations on the Hopkins 
roof. It is felt by the School Committee that these repairs 
should be done by the construction company. The recaulking 
around the flashing has been completed by the John C. Fisher 
Company of Springfield. The next phase requires drains placed 
in the proper places so that water will not accumulate on the 
boiler room roof. It is anticipated that a satisfactory conclu- 
sion can be reached with the M. I. O’Connor Construction 
Company before legal action will be necessary. 


This spring on May 23, 1959, we will be hosts for the 
annual Western Mass. Music Festival. About four thousand 
school children from Western Massachusetts communities will 
meet at Hopkins for this Festival. We feel honored to be able 
to accept this privilege. In anticipation of this event, we plan 
to level off and seed the area between the baseball diamond 
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and the irrigation ditch parallel to Middle Street. This will 
give necessary room for the massed band concert which is 
always an inspirational part of the Music Festival and later 
this area will be used as a playground for the Junior High 
school students. 


Voters will be asked at the coming election to vote on the 
following article. 


Article 1. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the amount of $6,300 for the purpose of renovating 
and equipping the second floor of the Russell School so that 
three classrooms can be made from the space that is now used 
by two classrooms, or take any action thereon.

THE PAST

Much has been written recently concerning the standards 
of education in this country. People are beginning to realize 
that the future of our country depends upon the type of educa- 
- tion we can give our children. Is Hopkins doing its job? 


We know that Hadley has always been interested in 
education, not just in recent months. Hadley will be 300 
years old in 1959 and Hopkins will be 300 years old in 1964. 
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This certainly indicates that even the earliest Hadley residents 
knew the importance of an education. We can look at the 
long list of successful Hopkins graduates and see that this 
education was of the highest type available in any school. 


THE PRESENT 


We must realize of course that past results do not indicate 
whether todays educational offerings at Hopkins are adequate. 
Do we have any tangible proof that Hopkins is today offering 
high level education? We do. A thorough study of Hopkins 
Academy was made last spring by an evaluation committee. 
As a result of this evaluation, the school was voted a con- 
tinuing member of the New England Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools. Without this accreditation our students 
would find it very difficult to be accepted into college. 


THE FUTURE 


The most obvious question to ask now is “What can be 
done to assure our children of a continuation of this type of 
education?” There are two answers to this question; one in- 
volves personnel, the other the physical plant. In order to 
provide a proper education, a school needs the best faculty 
and the best facilities available. I might add their importance 
comes in that order, 


Personnel—As of September 1958, the 12 full time teachers 
of the high school represented 30 years of teaching at Hopkins 
or an average of 2144 years each. Of the twelve, five were 
starting their first year at Hopkins. This certainly is not an 
encouraging sign for the future. People usually leave one place 
of employment for another for two reasons; working condi- 
tions or monetary returns. To my knowledge, no teacher has 
left Hopkins in recent years for better working conditions. 
One answer to the question regarding future education at 
Hopkins is to keep the fine faculty we now have; to keep 
them longer than the 2144 year average now existing. 
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Physical Plant—No one can deny that Hopkins Academy 
is a fine physical plant. Hadley should be proud of its build- 
ing and the manner in which it is kept up. One building, how- 
ever, we cannot be quite so proud of; our “gymnasium”. This 
is the one big bottleneck of our program. It is the one area 
where our high educational standards must fall down. The 
building is used for physical education classes, high school 
boys basketball, high school girls basketball, junior high 
basketball, an auditorium for assembles, twirling practice, 
concerts, community events and others I’ve probably failed to 
mention. When used by one group, it cannot be used by an- 
other. This causes a terrific scheduling problem which usually 
ends by some group not being able to carry out its plans, 


What makes this problem even more acute is the fact 
that we are now operating on a temporary permit from the 
building inspector. Should he see fit to cancel our temporary 
permit, insurmountable problems would be created. No build- 
ing in town is large enough or equipped to handle physical edu- 
cation classes. No room in the building is large enough to hold 
the entire student body for an assembly. So many activities 
necessary to a well rounded education today would have to 
be curtailed. Certainly, if our high type education offered 
today is going to continue in the future, this problem will 
have to be met very very soon. It certainly would be a fine 
tribute to our educationally-minded forefathers if we could 
have this accomplished by 1964, a milestone in the educational 
history of Hadley. 

In econelusion, I would like to thank the teachers of 
Hopkins Academy for their cooperation and willingness to 
assist me in any capacity. Also your assistance and advice 
as well as that of the School Committee is certainly appre- 
ciated.

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SCHOOL HEALTH REPORT 


To the Superintendent of Schools and Members of the 
School Committee: 


I have the honor to present the report of the work of 
your school health program for the year from September 1957 
to June 1958. 


The hearing conservation program activities for the school 
year: 


The total number of children tested via the pure tone 
audiometer was 714. The grades tested were 1 - 12. The total 
number who failed the final pure tone test was 11—6 were 
seen by an ear specialist. | 


The summarized report on our vision conservation pro- 
eram activities for the school year: 


There were 714 children tested, with 94 failing the retest. 
Of this number 83 received glasses, new lenses, or treatment, 
while 11 did not report for further treatment. 


Written notices are sent to parents on all vision and 
hearing test failures. 


From this week in Publie Health: 


“A new device which enables the blind to read print and 
typewritten letters has been demonstrated at the National 
Academy of Sciences. The so-called ‘aural reading machine’ 
was developed for the Veterans Administration by the Battelle 
Memorial Institute at Columbus, Ohio. The V. A. calls it a 
scientific advance of great future promise. 


“Electrical nerves have been successfully substituted for 
real ones, Science Digest magazine reports. Applying a magnet 
wrapped with a coil of silver wire restored hearing to a totally 
deaf man. 
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“A set of uniform standards for measuring visual loss 
and its effect on performance ability has been published in 
the Journal of the American Medical Association for Septem- 
ber 27, 1958. It was prepared by the A. M. A. Committee on 
Medical Rating of Physical Impairment.” 


The method of choice in administering tuberculin, and 
the one recommended for accuracy and for general purposes, 
is the intracutaneous test or the Mantoux test. This tuberculin 
skin test is used to detect the presence or absence of tuber- 
culosis. 

The Mantoux test was given to 22 Juniors, 26 Seniors 
and 17 teachers. Eleven Juniors refused to take the test. 
There were five student positive reactors. These five were 
X-rayed together with seven students who were X-rayed for 
college entrance. One of the positive reactors is to be X-rayed 
again in six months. 

A dental survey was held under the direction of Miss 
Ely. All students from grades 1 - 12 were examined. Those 
needing dental care were referred to their own dentist. “Re- 
ferrals completed” relative to dental corrective care was 
69.47%. 

All children in all grades were weighed and measured. 


Physical examinations wer given to children in grades 1, 
4,7, and 11. Parents of children in grade 1 and 4 were invited 
to be present at the time of their child’s examination. A special 
examination for students in the upper grades who take part 
In competitive sports, children referred by teachers, and new 
students, were given by Dr. Maurice T. Kennedy. Four stu- 
dents were referred by the school physician for further diag- 
nosis and treatment by their own family doctor. 

Communicable diseases reported during the school year 
are as follows: 


Mumps 115 
Chickenpox 20 
Measles 16 
German Measles 5 
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The health of our children is always a source of anxiety, 
but there has been much progress and many changes in the 
last decade of public health practices. Today nearly all chil- 
dren are immunized against smallpox, whooping cough, 
diphtheria, tetanus, and _ polio. 


The number of students sent to the Health Office by 
teachers was 612. These were given first aid or treated for 
sudden illnesses. Many of these were sent to rest in the 
Health Room away from other children, referred to Dr. Ken- 
nedy, or sent home. Parents can help by not sending a child 
to school if he is ill. 


My sincere appreciation is extended to school officials, 
teachers, parents and physicians for their cooperation with 
the school health program.

Sir: 

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of Hadley for the 
period from April 18, 1957, the date of the previous exam- 
ination, to September 16, 1958, and submit the following 
thereon: 

The records of financial transactions of the several de- 
partments receiving or disbursing town funds or sending out 
bills for collection were examined and checked in detail. 
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The town accountant’s records were examined and checked 
in detail. The ledger accounts were analyzed. The receipts 
were checked with the treasurer’s record of receipts and the 
payments were compared with the warrants approved by the 
selectmen. The appropriation accounts were checked with the 
town clerk’s records of appropriations voted by the town, 
and a balance sheet, which is appended to this report, was 
prepared showing the financial condition of the town on Sep- 
tember 16, 1958. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked. The recorded receipts were analyzed 
and compared with the records of the departments collecting 
money for the town and with other sources from which money 
was paid into the town treasury, The payments were checked 
with the selectmen’s warrants, the cash book was footed, 
and the cash balance on September 16, 1958, was proved by 
reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement received 
from the bank of deposit and by actual count of the cash on 
hand. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal 
taxes, the county retirement system, Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield, and group insurance were examined, and the payments 
to the proper agencies were verified. The cash balance in the 
general treasury on September 16, 1958, were proved with the 
accountant’s ledger controls. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment of the trust and investment funds in the custody 
of the town treasurer were examined and listed, the income 
being proved and the withdrawals being verified by com- 
parison with the treasurer’s record of receipts and with the 
accountant’s ledger. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest 
were compared with the amounts falling due during the 
period covered by the audit and with the cancelled securities 
and coupons on file. 
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The books and accounts of the town collector were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. The accounts outstanding at 
the time of the previous examination, as well as all subsequent 
commitment lists of taxes, motor vehicle and trailer excise, 
and farm animal excise, were audited and proved with the 
assessors’ warrants. The recorded collections were checked, 
the cash books were added, the payments to the treasurer 
were verified, the recorded abatements were checked with the 
assessors’ records of abatements granted, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and proved with the accountant’s ledger 
controls. The cash balance on September 16, 1958, was proved 
by actual count. 


Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by 
sending notices to a number of persons whose names ap- 
peared on the books as owing money to the town, and from 
the replies received it appears that the accounts, as listed, 
are correct. 


The appropriations were listed from the town clerk’s 
record of town meetings, and the amounts voted were com- 
pared with the aggregate appropriations raised by the asses- 
sors in the determination of the 1958 tax rate. 


The financial transactions of the town clerk were examined 
and checked. The receipts for dog and sporting licenses were 
checked with the record of leenses issued, the payments to 
the treasurer and to the Division of Fisheries and Game were 
verified, and the cash on hand September 16, 1958, was 
proved by actual count. 


The records of departmental accounts receivable, and 
of receipts of the selectmen, the sealer of weights and meas- 
ures and the building inspector, as well as of the school and 
cemetery departments, and of all other departments collecting 
money for the town or committing bills for collection, were 
examined and checked with the treasurer’s cash receipts and 


with the records of the town accountant, 
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The surety bonds of the several town officials required 
to furnish them for the faithful performance of their duties 
were examined and found to be in proper form. 

Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, 
are tables showing reconciliations of the several cash accounts, 
summaries of the tax, excise, and departmental accounts, as 
well as schedules showing the transactions and condition of 
the several trust funds. 

On behalf of my assistants and for myself, I wish to 
express appreciation for the cooperation received from all 
town officials while engaged in making this audit.
